' Notwithſtanding this almoſt univerſal Defec-. 
tion and Apoſtaſy, it pleas d God never to leave 
Ate xiv. bimfelf vithout. Witneſs, Beſides thoſe viſible; 
3 and even palpable Demonſtrations of his infinite 
Wiſdom and Power, in bis Works of Creation 

1 and Providence; : he always reſery d to hi Lon 
bone 8 5 c 25 5 Sh Font 
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God amidſt the prevailing Corruption and De- 
generacy of the People round about them. Af. 
terwards, he choſe a whole Nation, the Poſte- 
. rity of Abraham, by Jſaac and Jacob, whom he 
ſipatated from the reſt of Mankind, giving them 
a Body of Laws and Statutes, and interpoſing 
viſibly and ſenſibly in the Execution and Ad- 
miniſtration of them. For the ſame Purpoſe a 
Succeſſion of Prophets were rais d up by God, 
to admoniſh them from Time to Time of their 
Duty to him, and to preſerve them from falling 
into the Idolatry, and other Abominations of the 
neighbouring Gentiles. By this Means, not only 
a juſt Senſe of the Relation Men ſtood in to 
God, as the Creatures of his Power, the Objects 
of his Care, and the Dependents on his Provi- 
dence, was kept up in the World; but likewiſe 
the Hopes of a future more gracious and glori- 
ous Diſpenſation, to be reveal'd in the Fulneſs of 
Time, were ſupported and confirm'd.

and felt in themſelves, the great Depravity of the 


human Will; its Averſeneſs to What unpreju-

Commiſſion to the People of Nigiueb was, that © 
they ſhapld, um every one from his evil May, 
and from the Vialence that is in their Hands, But 
neither of them, prefles any Obligation to the 
Law of Myſes, the Performance of which, 115 
its Branches, was to, them impracticable. 
Limitation of God's Covenant to them in 7 
ticular, together with that Partiality ſo natural 
to Men in like Circumſtances, was the Reaſon 
hy the Jeuiſo Converts to -Chriſtianity, and 
even, the Apoſtles themſelves, thought, till they 
were better inſtructed, that the fame Limitation 
was annex'd to.the new Covenant ; and that they 
were ſtill the only Children of the Promiſe, and 
the, peculiar People of God. If theſe Prejudices 


bad nqt ſtood in their Way, they might have 


ſeen abundant Reaſon. to conclude, that the 
Light of the Goſpel was not-defign'd to he 5% 
under 4 Bufhel, or confin'd. to a Corner; but 
was to ſhed its ſalutary Influgnce over the whole 
World; and that re Sun gf Rigbteauſneſs,, like 
that in the Finnament, was to g on the Unjaghs 
as well as on the Juſt.

© ſpiritual Nature, and directed to that God Wh 


pervades Immenſity, and is equally preſent in all 
Places: Whoſe Eyes are upon the ' Righteous 
every where, and whoſe Ears are open to their 
Prayers, whereſoever they are offer'd up. 
The narrow, and partial Notions of Brother- 
hood and Neighbourhood entertain'd by the Fews 
were neceſſary to ſerve the Purpoſes of God's 
Oeconomy, at the Time when the Law was 
given ; when they were juſt come out of an 
| Idolatrous Country, and ſurrounded on all Sides 
by ſuch deluded Worſhippers, and ſo prone to 
imitate them in all their Extravagancies. In 
theſe Circumſtances it was proper to prohibit all 
Commerce with the Gentiles, to prevent their 


being infected with that Contagion of Idolatry. 


But this had long ceas'd to be the Caſe with 
them. They had, for above Five Hundred 
Years, ever ſince their Return from the Baby- 
 tomſh Captivity, never once relaps'd into Idola- 
try. Their Fondneſs for the Obſervances and 
Rites of other Religions was ſo far abated, that 
they were rather guilty of an Exceſs on the 
other Hand, and were become too ſeru pulouſly 
attach d to thoſe of their own. So that upon 
this Account alſo the Reaſon of thoſe burdenſome

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Ceremonies was ceas'd, and their Neceflity ſu- 
perſeced, as well as their typical and figurative 


ation was determined, upon the Appearance 
of that Subſtance, of which they were only a 
Shadow. But the Doctrines reveal d by the Goſ- 
pel are ſuch as are of univerſal Concernment to 
all; foraſmuch as the Souls of all Men are 

equally immortal; their Deſire of Happineſs, 
and Apprehenſion of Miſery the fame ; and their 
(Intereſt in a State of Bliſs or Woe that i is never 
to determine of equal Importance to every one. 
The poſitive Obſervances it enjoins are very few, 
and alike practicable in all Countries. Abana 
and Pharphar, Rivers of Damaſcus, will ſerve 
for Baptiſm, as well as Jordon; and fo will all 
the Rivers that water the whole Earth. Cir- 
cumſtances of Worſhip in their Nature variable 
are left to be determin'd by the Diſcretion of 
thoſe whoſe Buſineſs it is to ſee that all Things 
be done decently, and in Order; and Things quite 
indifferent are left in their original State of Indif- 
ference. But Duties of moral and eternal Obli- 
gation, as are thoſe enjoin'd by the Goſpel, be- 
ing equally binding to all, and adapted. to the 
Capacities of all, were to be univerſally pro- 
mulg d and inculcated. And ſo indeed they were 
originally by the Law of Nature; but through 
the Degeneracy and Corruption of Mankind, and 
the Artifices of their — the Devil, through

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the general DefoRtion from the true Religion, 


and the Introduction of Variety of Falſe ones; 
it docame neceſſary for a Cod of Purity and Ho- : 

lineſs to interpoſe, in ſome:way or other for he 
Vindication of his Honour. | And it Was reafon- 
able to hope from his Mercy, that he would, at 
ſome: Time, inter poſe, for the Recovery of ſo 


noble a Part of his Creation out of a State of 


This he at laſt eſſer- 
tually did, by ſending his only- begotten 8m in 
the World, to be a Light to ligbten the Grmiles, 
as well as 7o be the Glory of his People Ifrut). 
Can it be imagin'd, that ſo noble à Victim was 
to be an Atonement only for one {mall Contemp- 
tible People?

The firſt Promiſe given to Abrabam was, that 
wi. Ee ſhould become a great and mighty Nation, and 
all the Nations of the Earth ſhould be bleſſed in 
Him. His Poſterity was to convey the Bleſſing 
to other Nations; but not to engroſs it to them 
ſelves. The fame Promiſe was afterwards re- 
peated to him'in the ſame Terms ; and again 
renew'd to Jaac and Jacob ſucceſſively. The 

fame Thing is foretold by David in the ſecond 
Plalmii.8. Pſalm : Ast of me, and I ſhall give thee the Hea- 
then for thine Inheritance, and the uttermoſt Parts 
of the Earth for thy Poſſeſſion. And again, He 
1 ſhall have Dominion from Sea to Sea, and from the 
; River to the Ends of the Earth. All Kings ſhall 
fall down before Him, all Nations ſhall do Him Ser- 
vice.

That a plain and fimple Doctrine, ſet off 
with none of the Embelliſhments of Wit or 
Learning; a Doctrine that flatter d . no darling 
Luſts, or favourite Inclinations ; that ſet itſelf 
up in Oppoſition to all the Religions in being, 
which were ſupported and upheld by Autho- 
rity, and had the Advantage of Preſcription and 
Eſtabliſhment on their Side ; whilſt it ſelf had 
no Countenance or Support from any Civil 
Power, but was diſcountenanc'd and perſecuted 
by all; a Doctrine, which propos'd no Return, 
in this World, to its Proſelites, but Calumnies 
and - Reproaches, Perſecutions and Sufferings ; 
that ſuch a Doctrine, I fay, under all theſe un- 
promiſing Appearances, ſhould be diſpers'd fo 
far, in ſo ſhort a Time, by twelve poor, deſpis'd, 
| illiterate Men, in a learned and inquiſitive Age, 
when it had all the Scepticiſm of the curious 
and ſearching Wits, the letter'd Pride of the Phi- 
loſophers, the Superſtition and Bigotry of the 
unlearn d; in ſhort, all the Prejudices and Pre- 
poſſeſſions, the Vices and Paſſions, the Wiſdom 
and the Folly of Mankind to encounter with, is

potence, that in an Inſtant brought Light out of 

Darkneſs in the Material World, now wrought 

the ſame great Effect in the Moral one, ſaying, 
let there be Light, and there was Light. 

I am aware that it may be, and has been ob- 

jected, that if the Want of the Knowledge of 

the Chriſtian Revelation is fo great an Unhappi- 

neſs, God ought in Mercy, if not in Juſtice, to 

his Creatures, to have reveal'd it ſooner, and 

communicated it univerſally.

And why has his Light, where 

it has fhone forth, in ſome Places been almoſt 

totally eclips d? Neither the Time, nor your 

Patience, will permit me to give a partieular 

and diſtinct Anſwer to theſe Queſtions. They 

have been ask'd before, and been anſwer'd too, 

as ſatisfactorily as they can be, by Men who 

cannot penetrate into the hidden Counſels of 

Deut. Providence. They are among the ſecret Things 

xxix. 29. qohich belong unto God, and therefore ought to be 

left to him. But thoſe Things which are reveal'd 

| belong unto us, and to our Children for ever, that. 

we may do all the Things of the Law. The beſt 

May to ſilence theſe Objections, is to remove 

10 the 
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the Ground of them: And. if, as they but too 
truly ſuggeſt, a great Part of the World, has 
not yet had the good Tidings of great Joy, which 
full, in God's appointed Time, be to all People, 
yet imparted to them; the profeſs'd and moſt 
laudable Deſign of this worthy Society is the 
beſt Anſwer that can be given to them. You 
are incorporated by the Charter of that Glorious 
Prince to whom, under God, we owe. the Pre- | 
ſervation not only of our Civil Liberties, but our 
Religious ones too, and even our pure and 
reform'd Religion itſelf, here at Home, to pro- 
pagate it Abroad, by providing for the Support 
and Maintenance of an Orthodox Clergy, to preach 
Gad Word, and adminiſter his Sacraments among 
thoſe of our Colonies, which ſeemed fo. be aban- 
don'd to Atheiſm and Infidelity, or Popiſh Super- 
flition and 1dolatry : To eſtabliſh the moſt bene- 
ficial Commerce with them, in Requital for the 1 
temporal and periſhable Riches which we re- 
ceive from them ; to impart.to them our ſpiri- 
tual Things, and Treaſures which will never 
periſh ; and to ſend them ſomething in Return 5 
beſides our Vices and our Criminals. 
How well the pious and charitable Deſign of 
— Inſtitution has been anſwer'd ; with what 
Induſtry and Aſſiduity it has AT: 'proſecuted'; 
with what Fidelity and Frugality the Revenues, 
both ſtanding and contingent, have been ifſued

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made in this good Work, and what further, with 


the Bleſſing of God, may be expected, may be 


learnt from the armual Accounts publiſh's to 


the World by the Society. All theſe Topics 
have been inſiſted and enlarg d on to fo much 


Advantage, by thoſe who are much my Superiors 


in all Reſpects, that I ſhall not preſume to add 
— what they have ſaid; and I need not repeat 
Permit me only to make one Obſervation, 


which has not been ſo much anticipated, becauſe 


the Facts on which it is grounded are very 
recent. And it is with great Pleaſure I obſerve, 
from ſome of the * lateſt Accounts tranſmitted 
by the Miſſionaries in that Colony where Diſ- 

ſenters from our Eſtabliſhment abound, that 
thoſe of the Separation there ſeem to be coming 
into a more moderate and charitable Way of 
thinking, with Reſpect to our Church, than 
their Fore-fathers, who took Sanctuary there 
from what they thought too great a Severity in 
its Diſcipline. And what makes this Alteration 
the more remarkable is, that it is repreſented 
as proceeding from a Cauſe, which it might 
juſtly have been fear'd, would have produc'd the 
quite contrary Effect. The wild and extrava-
